TO UE. IN STATE. 


Washington, Sept. 16.—The body of 


the President will lie in state from 10 
tomorrow morning till six at night. 
From the moment the casket reaches 
(Washington on the evening it will bej 
guarded by eight men until it is placed 
aboard the train Tuesday evening for 
its last trip to the McKinley home at 
Canton. The guards will be changed 
every hour and 
will consist of two 


men from the army, two from the 
navy, two from the Grand Army of the 
/Republic and two from the Loyal Le- 
gion. 


BURIAL AT CANTON. 


Columbus, Sept. 16—The indica- 


tions are that thousands of Ohioans 
will attend the McKinley funeral at 
Canton. Besides these, the full Na- 
tional Guard and heavy contingents of 
Knights Templar and Knights of Py- 
thias will be on hand at Canton to es- 
cort the remains which will be met in 
Pittsburg by Governor Nash and his 
staff.

gosz, father of the President's assas- 
sin, went to work as usual today. His 
wife, the assassin's stepmother, per- 
formed her household duties as usual, 
While talking with a reporter she ap- 
peared without emotion, except when 
speaking of the action of the landlord, 
who ordered the family to move from 
the house. 


"Every one has turned against us," 


she said to the interpreter.

will we go. What door will be open to 
us?"

Her voice trembled slightly 
and

posure. "The landlord has given us a 
few more days. Maybe we will go back 
to the farm.

Washington, Sept. 16.—The follow- 


ing official statement making impor- 
tant changes in the plans for the fu- - 
neral services over the remains of 
President McKinley in this city was 
given out by Secretary of State Hay: 


In compliance with the .earnest 


wishes of Mrs. McKinley that the body 
of her husband shall rest in her home 
at Canton Wednesday night, the fol 
lowing changes will be made: Funeral 
^er\ices in the rotunda of the Capitol 
will be had Tuesday morning on the 
armal of the escort, \\hich will ac- 
company the remains from the White 
House, where they will rest Monday 
night. The body of the late president 
will he in state in the rotunda for the 
remainder of Tuesday, and will be 
escorted, to the railroad station Tues- 
day evening. The funeral train will 
leave Washington, about 8 o'clock 
Tuesday e.venmg, and thus will arrive 
at Canton during the day Wednesday. 


In the war department, Acting Sec- 


retary Sanger was in consultation with 
General Gillespie, Colonel Ward and 
General Barry, arranging for the trans- 
portation to Washington ot the troops 
to participfte m the funeral proces- 
sion, making details for guard duty 
and other matters. Acting Secretary 
Hackett ordered that a detail should 
be made up, consisting of two officers, 
four petty officers and 21 privates in 
the marine corps for duty at the cap- 
itol on Tuesday to supplement the 
army representation. The special guard 
of honor to represent the navy at the 
funeral ceremonies will comprise the 
following officers of high rank:

STRIKE SETTLEMENT 


Not Relished by Many Members 


of the Amalgamated. 


ACTION OF THE OFFICERS CRITICISED. 


Reported That Peace Terms Include 


but Three of the Constituent Com- 
panies—Tin Plate Workers Claim 
to Have Uecu Worsted—Speculation 
as to the Outcome. 
Pittsburg, Sept. 16.—While the no- 


tice was sent out Saturday by Secre- 
tary Williams to all vice presidents 
declaring the steel strike off, it can 
not be learned definitely that the of- 
ficial order has been issued by Presi- 
dent Shaffer. Some of the strikers de- 
clare they have had no such notice, 
and many of them say they will not 
return to work, order or no order, un- 
less they are recognized as union men. 
President Shaffer denied himself to 
all callers. A member of the advisory 
board said that the official order call- 
ing the strike off has gone outr and 
that the men generally will be at 
work within a day or two later. 


What is considered the real condi- 


tions of the settlement, though not 
officially announced, are that the set- 
tlement was made only for the tbvee 
companies in dispute—the American 
Tin Plate, the American Sheet Steel 
and the American Steel Hoop—and 
these companies "are allowed to retain 
as nonunion all mills started in any 
kind of shape since the strike order 
went into effect; the mills that were 
completely tied up by the strike are 
to remain union under the Amalga- 
mated scale. Nothing was said con- 
cerning the National Tube, the Fed- 
eral or National steel companies. The 
settlement means a big loss to the 
Amalgamated Association, but leaves 
it still a strong organization. 


The tin plate strikers who struck 


are in the worst plight of any of the 
strikers. Six tin plate plants have 
been started since the strike was or- 
dered and the men who were formerly 
employed in these will have to go 
back nonunion or remain idle. The 
threat is openly and generally made 
that the tin plate workers will with- 
draw from the Amalgamated Associa- 
tion to form a separate union. 


AT FULL SPEED 


A Freight Train Dashes Into Another, 


Causing a Bad Wreck. 


St. Paul, Sept. 16.—A bad freight 


wreck occurred on the Chicago, Mil- 
waukee and St. Paul road near Eggle- 
ston, Minn., in which a number of 
loaded freight cars were destroyed, 
two men killed and three injured. The 
dead: Engineer Faxe of the north- 
bound train, Minneapolis; 
Fireman 


George Koethe of the northbound 
train, Lacrosse, Wis. The trains had 
orders to meet at Eggleston, but the 
northbound engineer for some reason 
went by the station at full speed and 
dashed into the southbound train, 
which was standing on the main 
track. Railroad people are inclined 
to believe that Engineer Faxe was 
either asleep or had died at his post 
of heart disease. Traffic was delayed 
for several hours. 


McKinley's Will. 


Buffalo, Sept 16. — President Mc- 


Kinley has left a will. The instrument 
was executed some time before the 
shooting, and at no time during his 
final suffering was there any. wish or 
occasion to revise it or to frame a 
codicil. It leaves the bulk of his prop- 
erty to "Mrs. 
McKinley. How much the 


estate is worth can not be stated with 
exactness by those most familiar with 
the late president's business affairs, 
but it is believed to be a goodly sum, 
although not amounting to a large 
fortune.

First Methodist. 


At the First Methodist church Rev.

But the present cause of sorrow has in 
it the elements which differentiate it 
from both the others, and give to it 
the tremendous significance of a na- 
tional crisis. The murder of Lincoln 
.was prompted by partisan bitterness 
and desire for notoriety; the shooting 
of Garfield was an act of personal re- 


and leveled at the principle ot go\em- 
inent. 


This is no' time to cheribh the brute 


passions of revenge upon the head oi 
the vile assassin. We may well leave 
him in the hands of the civil law. The 
evil deeds of the individual are otten. 
if not always, the legitimate fruit of 
conditions which are common if not 
universal. It is a time ior searching 
thought that we may discover if there 
be causes and forces at work in socie- 
ty which tend to incite or inflame the 
spirit of anarchy. 


Among those causes !s "yellow" 


journalism. The foul abuse of public 


men, 
the printing of course and vulgar 


cartoons have an inevitable tenancy 
to destroy respect for magistrates, and 
hence, for all law and government. It 
has sown the seeds of anarchy and as- 
sassination. The lynching of accused 
criminals, often with the most revolt- 
ing and brutal acts of savagery, with- 
out any opportunity to prove their in- 
nocence, is a potent piomoter of an- 
archy. It is a startling fact that more 
lives are taken every year m this land 
by mob violence than by due process 
of law! 


The arrogant defiance of the laws of 


the land by .men engaged in the liquor 
business; the state itself calling inco 
corporate existence bodies like the 
"Saloon Keepers' Association" whose 
avowed object is the resistance to law. 
this concession to the lowest men. of 
law breaking privileges, is a poetnt 
promoter of anarchy. It is well known 
to the police that the anarchists of 
Emma 
Goldman's faith have their 


headquarters in the saloon of ''Tough 
Mike." where they assembled a year 
ago to rejoice over the mm der of King 
Humbert. 


Sabbath 
desecration 
is another 


breeder of anarchy. 
The man who is 


compelled to stultify his conscience by 
unnecessary Sabbath toil, is tempted 
to become reckless of all restraint. 
The opening of the Pan American ex- 
position on Sunday, in spite of the pro- 
tests of Christian people was itself an 
incentive to the act which has made 
the country mourn. 


Is it not true that the quiet law abid- 


ing citizen has been guilty of neglect 
of his civic duties, by leaving politics 
to the tender mercies ot the baser ele- 
ment and then endorsing their work at 
the polls? Do we not need a revival 
of interest in civic righteousness 
wiich.shall lift.mea^above the dead 
level of partisnaship? 


Is it not true that Wm. McKinley is 


a vicarious sacrifice for the sins of the 
American people? He was a typical 
American, a broad-minded statesman, 
a sincere Christian man. The whole 
nation bent low to hear him chant his 
dying song, 
"Nearer, My God to

Vanderburg 
disappeared from the Auditorium An- 
nex on Tuesday evening and was not 
again heard from, until his body was 
found. 


Fear the Anarchists. 


Paris, Sept 16.—The tragic death of 


President McKinley seems to have 
prompted even more stringent precau- 
tions in connection with the coming of 
Emperor Nicholas than were contem- 
plated last week. For instance, in the 
squares and streets of Rheims through 
which the imperial cortege will pass, 
absolutely no spectators will be al- 
lowed. The sidewalks will be occu- 
pied by troops. A glimpse of the czar 
will be only obtainable from the win- 
dows .along the line of route, but occu- 
pants of these must_be acceptable to 
the police. Similar measures will be 
enforced at Compeigne. 


Sorrow In England. 


London, Sept. 16.—It would he al- 


most impossible to record in detail the 
remarkable outburst of sympathy in 
Great Britain and her colonies over 
the death of President McKinlpy, 
proofs of which are arriving here. Not 
only has King Edward commanded

At the time of the opening of schools 


some cuticisms and complaints invar- 
iably arise on account of the purchase 
of new text books. Usually these are 
the result of misunderstanding. May I 
then be permitted to oSer some ex- 
planations? In the effort to impiove 
the instruction of the pupils, which is 
the constant endeavor 
ot those in 


change, good text books are essential. 
At times, some change is found to be 
beneficial. The methods and matter 
of teaching are gradually improved, 
and these are represented in better 
books. No change has been made by 
:tfi§ Board of-Education without careful 
investigation 
and 
consideration, on 


v 
the art of those to whom the task is 
assigned. In other lines ot work the 
best is sought, both in the -norkeis and 
the tools 
The education of three 


thousand children is the most import- 
ant undertaking in the community. Its 
success depends largely on the means 
employed, and among Mem the text- 
books are conspicuous. No change is 
sanctioned merely for novelty. Cer- 
tain selections of new books have been 
accomplished only atter years of con- 
templation and discussion. This fall, 
a few. but very necessary 
improve- 


ments have been made in the list of 
books used m the elementary grades. 
The subjects are reading, language, 
grammar, piimary history and spell- 


ing. 
The discarded readers had been 


in use here, I am told, for thirty years. 
Tnstead of two language books we now 
use one. A simple, modern grammar 
was found to be imperative, as the old 
book had been proven unsuitable. A 
primary history was required that 
could profitably be studied by young 
pupils, in harmony with the prevalent 
method of teaching the subject 
The 


old speller was not productive of good 
results. Each of the new books se- 
lected seems to fill the want exactly. 
No pupil is required to buy them all 
at one time. In passing to a new 
grade, a pupil has to get some nev,- 
books an> way. The expense would be 
the same, so it is no additional burden 
to buy a modern text book instead of 
an antiquated one. By the use of the 
present list of books, considerable 
saving is made financially. The full 
course requires now but four readers 
instead of six as formerly. Instead of 
two language books, only one is now 
bought. One geography, at 54 cents, 
takes the place of a book at $1.04. Tne 
speller, primary history and g'-atnmar 
cost practically the same. Another 
thing: the speller is used six years, 
the geography three at least, the his 
tory two, the language book three, the 
lammar two. Another point: in place 


of three arithmetics. we use but two. 
Still another, a fourth grade pupil has! 
to buy only one book when he enters 
the fifth grade and 
only one in the 


sixth by the new arangement. A sev- 


nth grade pupil buys two new books, 


but none in the eighth. (I exclude 
writing book, drawing book and mus- 
ic book from this consideration). Pu- 
pils unable to buy books are supplied 


Those having old books can get 


credit for them in exchange. The new 


i<s ii«f>rl nnlv in boeinnine class- i 


es, that would, have to buy new books 
anyway. Most pupils wear a text-book 
out in two or three years at the farth- 
est; it does not descend from one 
child to another to any great degree. 
I trust that these explanations will 
clear away the ground tor most com- 
plaints, and that all the parents will 
co-operate cheerfully with the school 
authorities in furthering the cause of 
sound education, as well in the matter 
of text-books as in other ways.

But this delicate 
fat is as valuable as the dearer cod liv- 
er oil for weakly, thin people, and doc- 
tors have frequently recommended the 
eating of many slices of thin bread 
thickly spread with butter as a means 
of pleasantly taking into the bodily tis>- 
sues one of the purest forms of fat it is 
possible to get. 


Batter is a carbon, and ell excess of 


It is stored up as fat in the body. It 
gives energy and power to work to 
those who eat heartily of it, so it is not 
economy at table to spare the butter, 
even to the healthy folk. For any one 
afflicted with consumption batter cook- 
ery, if plenty of the fat <:an be digest- 
ed, is one of the best ways of curing 
the disease if it is iu its early stages or 
of keeping it at bay if it is advanced. 


Butter is not a simple fat composed 


of merely one sort. It is a mixture of 
no less than se\en different sorts of 
fats, and no more complex oil can be 
taken than this is.—Philadelphia Ledg- 
er.

The service had already begun 


when there was a clatter of hoofs

s a 'heavy vehicle, without plumes 


or any trappings to relieve the dead 
black. The hearse halted at the cor- 
ner to await the' conclusion of the 
services. 


Outside the house there was a half 


hour of silence and waiting. Within 
the house of death was woe unspeak- 
able. In the drawing room to the 
right of the hall, as President Roose- 
velt entered.

The Dead Chieftain 


was stretched on his bier. His head 
was to the rising sun. 
On his face 


was written the story of the Christian 
forbearance with .which he had met 
his martyrdom. Only the thinness of 
his face bore mute testimony to the 
patient suffering he had endured. He 
was dressed as he always was in life. 
The black frock coat was buttoned 
across the breast where the first bul- 
let -of the assassin had struck. The 
black .:,string. jtj.e_Ml.P.w;.|he .standing 
collar showed the "triangle of white 
shirt front. "The right hand lay at his 
side. The left was across his body. 


The body lay in a black casket on a 


black bearskin rug. 
Over the lower 


limbs was flung the starry banner he 
had loved so well. The flowers were 
few as befitted the simple nature of 
the man. Two sentries, one from the 
sea and one from the land guarded the 
remains. The family had taken leave; 
of, their loved one before the others 
arrived. Mrs. McKinley, the poor, 
grief-crushed widow, had been led into 
the chamber by her physician, Dr. 
Rixey, and had sat a while alone with 
him who had supported and comforted 
her through all their years of wedded 
life. But though her support was gone 
she had not broken down. Dry-eyed 
she gazed upon him and fondled his 
face. -She did not seem to realize that 
he v/as dead. Then she was led away 
by Dr. Rixey, and took up her position 
at the head of the stairs where she 
could hear the services. 


Just before 11 o'clock 
President 


Roosevelt entered, coming into the 
room- from the rear through the li- 
brary. After passing into the hall he 
had maflB his way around through the 
sitting room behind into the library. 
There Was an instantaneous movement 
in the room as 


The President Appeared. 


Every one rose and all eyes were turn- 
ed toward the president. 
He moved 


forward again with the tide of the 
procession to his place at the head of 
the line of cabinet officers. When he 
reached the head of the line of cabinet 
officers he faced the casket. Long he 
gazed, standing immovable save for a 
twitching of the muscles of the chin 
as he labored, with heavy breath, to 
rej-ress his emotion. 


Before Rev. Charles Edward Locke, 


of 
the 
Delaware avenue Methodist 


Episcopal church, began the service, 
the signal was given and there welled 
out from the hall the beautiful words 
of "Lead, Kindly Light," sung by a 
quartet. It was President McKinley's 
favorite hymn. 
When 
the 
singing 


ended the clergyman read from the 
word of the 15th chapter of the First 
Corinthians. All had risen as he be- 
gan and remained standing through- 
out the remainder of the 
service. 


All --present joined in the Lord's 


prayer as the minister repeated it, 
President's Roosevelt's 
voice being 


audible at-the back of the room. The 
service concluded with a simple ben- 
ediction. 
The funeral director was 


about to step forward to place the 
cover on the casket when suddenly 
there was a movement behind Gover- 
nor Odell.

Buffalo, SepT ie^TTeoident Roose- 


velt passed a very quiet Sunday at the 
Wilcox house, arranging to attend the 
funeral of the late president. His 
secretary, Mr. Loeb, and his assist- 
ants, were, however, kept busy open- 
ing telegrams and mail and classifying 
them. Piled up on the oak table in 
the sitting room of the house were at 
least, 600 telegrams and letters, all of 
them' expressing regret at the sad oc- 
currence of the late president and as- 
surance of confidence and support to 
the new president. The only an- 
nouncement the president had to 
malfe was that Mr. Ccrtelyou, the sec- 
retary of President McKin!c>, would 
for the present act in that capacity 
for him because of his knowledge of 
the condition of affairs.

Services In Germany.- 


Berlin, Sept. 16. — The service of 


mourning for the death of President 
McKinley, 
held in the American 


sliurch in Berlin, was very impressive. 
The edifice was heavily hung with 
crepe and crowded, with Germans, 
British and Americans. A meeting of 
the American colony in Berlin will be 
held next Wednesday to adopt resolu- 
tions of sympathy. The papers treat 
of the death of Mr. McKinley, the an- 
archist danger and the political out- 
look under Mr. Roosevelt.
